Washing to n, March 4 .— America’s respo nsibility to lead the 
wo rld to permanent peace and pro sperity was pro claimed by 
President Co o lidg e in his inaug ural address to day as the para­ 
mo unt duty facing the natio n. 
The United States, iso lated alike in its pro sperity , its inde­ 
pendence and its po wer, must reco g nize the o blig atio n impo sed by 
this ex ceptio nal po sitio n, he declared. 
In his address, deliv ered in the traditio nal place befo re the 
g reat do me o f the capito l, but by the mag ic o f the radio carried 
far bey o nd the tho usands who had g athered to hear him, to mil­ 
lio ns thro ug ho ut the co untry , the President preached a g o spel o f 
internatio nal co o peratio n and do mestic eco no my with a ferv o r that 
was at times deeply relig io us. 


T he President reem phasized gov ern m e n tal econom y and tax r e d u d ion 


hk the b asic in tern al policies of his a d m in is tra tion . 
T he cost of gov ern m en t, 
he said, should b e c u t b efore governm ent b ecam e m ore of a b u rd en tha n a 
protection to the people. 
T a x reduction, he declared, w as not only ec on om ic­ 
ally d e sira b le b ut an in here n t right to w hich the citizens of state and nation 
w ere en titled . 
W orld lead e rship in the stru ggle to a d v an ce u n iv e rsa l prosperity and 
peace dev olv es n a tu ra lly upon the United S ta te s, the P re s id e n t pointed out, 
b ecause a m on g all the n a tion s the United S ta te s is the most fav orab ly situ ated .

tra d ition a l isolation, he said, should 
only go so far as to ke ep this nation 
w ithd ra w n from the political affairs 
of E u rope w hile c oope ratin g in every 
pra c tic a l w ay which 
m ight

peace a n d prosperity.

-C alv in Coolidge of V erm ont, in th« * full 
vigor of early m atu rity, today took his place as duly elected P re s id e n t 
of the United S tates. 
H e has held th« * office since A ugust 3, 19 23, hy 
v irtu e of the d eath of W a rre n G. H arding. 
B eginning today, how ever, 
he owes nothing of his office to m u tation s of fate, b u t solely to the 
people. 
Born of ste rn New E ngland stock, toughened b y w restlin g w ith th« * 
gra n ite hills of V erm ont for existence, Mr, Coolidge b rings to his giant 
task the hardy vigor of his foreb ears. 
His w atchw ord, "E conom y,” is 
al*o largely the gift of his an cestry, who found tha t n a tu re yielded only 
w ith relu ctan ce its fru its in b leak hills. 
H is silence and patience are 
heirloom s from the sam e m ou ntains. 
T he w an t and need of m oney 
w ere im presaed on him b y his early stru ggles to gain an education and 
la te r to e arn a living as a stru gglin g young law yer. 
He early w ent into politics for tw o re a son s: he is politically m inded, 
and the political field furnish« *« b oth ad v ertise m en t and expenses for a 
young law yer. 
H e rem ain ed in politics b ecause he still liked politics 
an d had succeeded.

Befo re the judicial, diplo matic and military peerag e o f the 
natio n massed at tin* eastern entrance— where Presidents o f his­ 
to ry hav e launched their administratio ns— Mr. Co o lidg e reaffirmed 
his pledg e to his o ffice and to the co nstitutio n. 
His slo w and ev en drawl leaped o ut thro ug h the radio am­ 
plifier in fro nt o f him to span the earth. 
It was the first time 
an inaug uratio n has been bro adcast. 
He said: 
“ I, Calv in Co o lidg e, do so lemnly swear that I will faithfully 
ex ecute the o ffice o f President o f the United States, and will to 
the best o f my ability preserv e, pro tect and defend the co nstitu­ 
tio n o f the United States, so help me Co d!”

Dawes, who is to g overn 
the Benate for the next four y ears. 
The House of Representatives, 
not 
being a continuing body 
like 
the 
Benate, did not remain ifi session and 
may not convene ag ain until Decem­ 
ber, unless President Coolldg e ealls 
it especially to reduce taxes. 
The 
House chamber wus left vacant while 
members filed over the Senate to wit­ 
ness the inaug ural ceremonies. 
Many new faces were seen in both 
chambers and many faeffH were there 
that will not he seen ag ain.
